Of a Mani AnU-Lyaeh Law. 

At a meeting of tbe Republican 
State Central Committee .held at Lou- 
isville Kentucky, on June 14, 1922, 
Hon. Ed Chenault, colored member ot 
the committee .made a very imprcpalve 
talk on tbe subject o( lynching. His 
remarka wwe tOBip«tate but earnest. 
He cHod rooeat hanstaga and burnings 
Of mambera of hia: raea and deptored 
the faet that theae orimee of mob vio- 
lence uBually go ■apuniabed. 

At the conoluaion of Mr. Chenault 's 
talk, Hon. T. N. Haaellp, member of 
he committee from the First Congres- 
sional District, offered the following 
resolution wbioh waa unaalnoualy 
adopted :

I^ngton, Ky. — The cowpea Is one 
of the best crops tltat can be grown to 
upply nitrocen and organic matter, 
the two things needed most by poor 
soils of Kentucky^ tolls and crops 
peclallaU of the College of Agricul- 
ture say. rnlike other legumes, snch 
as alfalfa and clover, the peas make a 
fair growth on poor, sour soils without 
either limestone or other fertlliiers 
ilthoimh a light application of lime- 
stone unil some phosph.ite fertilizer 
helps them make a belter iirowth. The 
peas arc especially valuable as a soil 
improvement crop because they may 
be seeded by being broadcasted and 
therefore need no cultivation. 

In using the peas for soil improve- 
ment many fanners seed them as a 
catch crop after wheat, oats or rye. 
Seeded at this late date ,the crop 
makes considerable rlae growth 
which is vslnble tor forage and fer- 
tility l>ut which would hardly be tuf- 
flolent to mature see. 

On other farms .the pease are seed- 
ed with success in the cora at the last 
cultivation .a bushel of seed an acre 
helnn s\iffiscient in this case. Some 
farmer.s drill the peas In rows between 
the corn, this method requirlne less 
seed and Iherefore being advisable 
when seed prices are high. 

The nitrogen gathered b ya ton of 
peas is worth about |8 on the basis 
of th ecommereial cost of nitrogen, 
the specialists point out Also the hay 
obtained from the peas is satisfactory 
feed for all classes of livestock. When 
the manne resnlUng from the feedinic 
of the peas Is returned to the soil, 20 
to 30 pounds of additional nitrogen is 
added for each ton of peas grown.

Some solU4ev |M atWM wtthout a 
flue ooaneotloB are a meaaoe to haalth 
and do not even possess the advantage 
of increased eoonomy in gas eoasump- 
tion. The Bureau of Standards of the 
Department of Commerce has been in- 
vestigating the principles luvllved in 
the designing of gaa stoves and burn- 
erns and has found that some devicos 
which are being sold to the public as 
"gas savers" are in reality very dan- 
gerous articles. 

ODne scheme which it Is understood 
la in quite general use is to place 
over an ordinary gas stove designed 
with a grid top and without a flue, a 
solid metal top covering the whole 
area of the Stove. The use of sneh an 
arrangement is said to give a larger 
heating snrfaee, so that articles can 
be heated although not directly over 
the burner. Practical tests have 
shown that the heat is Insufficient to 
do any cooking at all except directly 
over the burner and even over the 
burner it takes twice as long to boll 
a kettle of dater as over an ordinary 
open top. The higher this closed top 
is above the flame the less dangerous 
it will be from the point of view of 
generating polsonom gasses, but the 
greater this distanee la made, the less 
will be the heating effect 

The Bureaus work shows that the 
main reult of using any device of this 
kind is to cut down the heating effi- 
ciency and to produce large quantities 
of carbon monoxide, an extremely 
poisonous pas. 

The Bureau wishes to gather as 
much Information as possible about 
this whole nroglem.

Lexington, Kr. — With the decrease 
in th cost of tile, Kentucky farmers 
this year have shown more interest In 
the drainase of their fields than they 
have in any one of th past three or 
four years, accordine to Earl G. Welch 
farm engineering specialist of the 
College of Agriculture. In line with 
this marked Interest twelve demon- 
strations have been arranged by the 
college extension division on a smany 
farms In eight different counties of the 
state to point out the value of drain- 
age to Intwsted persons, he said. 

Warren, Madison, Rockesstle and 
Carroll eonnties each have^o such 
demonstrations while Muhlenberg. 
Hart, Webster and Jefferson counties 
each have one. Additional demonstra- 
tions probably will be arranged In co- 
operation with farmers in other coun- 
ties in the near future. 

"It Is Impossible to bring soil up to 
the highest state of fertility without 
good drainage," Mr. Welch pointed out 
In speaking o fthe projects. "When 
land Is poorly drained or not drained 
at all, every quality necessary for a 
fertile soil is either wholly or partial- 
ly destroyed. Poor drainage lowers 
the avaiUbility of all the plant food 
elements by preventing the proper 
drenlatlon of air fbronCh the soil and 
prevents good stnietvre eharactericcd 
hy the 'cmmbineea' that Is neeeesary 
tor easy working of thf soil and the 
development of plant root systems. It 
also prevents the proper decomposi- 
tion of organic mater and the conse- 
quent formation of compounds of 
nitrogen and other elements whlob are 
available as plant food. 

Heaving, or freezing out of winter 
crops, also is favored by poor drain- 
age. If poorly drained land has a 
slope, it washes more than soil that 
hes good under drainage for the ob- 
vious reason that more water must be 
earried away by surface darlnage. 
Btany sloping lands have poor under 
dralnafs A strfting characteristic of 
poorly «ralaod soil is a tight whitish 
gmlsh snbsoH, oftan eontalning 
brown or met oolored spota. The in- 
stallation o( tUt dralnaga Is Jhe only 
idr that «aa ba awUsd to anoh 
soils,"

— Heavy losses re- 
sutling each summer from injury, 
death and shrinkage In shipments of 
liveatock are caused largely by,, im- 
proper methods of handling the ani- 
mals at sliliipInK points, marketing 
speclalisls at the College of Afrlcul- 
turc say Anything which adds to the 
comfort of animals in triiii.'iit dimin- 
ishes the daiiKer of losses, llieir sui;- 
gestloiis on shipping point c 't 

"Ilefore hnvinK nninials iilaced in 
them, cars slioiild he clenned carefully 
and bedded with sand <(r some other 
similar bedding, the use of these be- 
ing preferable to straw, sawdust and 
shavliiks," IX O. Card, one of the 
speeialists said. /'Stock will reach 
the market in better condition If fed 
the unual amount of dry feed Instead 
of being fed exceaslvely Just before 
shipping. Clubs, whips and poles 
should be eliminated as far as possi- 
ble In loading animals as the use of 
these causes bruises and a consequent 
loss of meat." 

"About twenty-two l.miO -pound 
steers niny be loaded safely i slanil- 
ard r!G-foot c;ir, ' he said. O.iiiRcr of 
losses may he reduced by partilioninR 
off bulls, vicious animals with horns, 
calvea and cowa with calves. Cattle 
fed on dry feeds a day or two previous 
to shipment will reach market in bet- 
ter condition than those allowed to 
rill up on water and grass. 

From 80 to 100 hogs depending upon 
their size may be shiplng in a single 
dack standard SC-fool car. from 16,000 
to 17,OilO pounds niakinc a t;ood car- 
load In hot weather In summer the 
bedding for hogs should he drenched 
thorouRhly with water and In ex- 
Iremently hot weather from five to 800 
pounds of Ice should ho broken up 
and placed on the floor of the car or 
hung up In sacks. It Is best to give 
Ihey dry feed before sliiiiiiliif; Instead

Hogs are non-sweating animals and 
unlcs.s they are provided with protec- 
tion in the form of shade or water for 
wallowing purposes, they suffer heav- 
ily from heat during the hot summer 
months, livestock men aay. Many 
farmers are using concrete wallow- 
ing tanks successfully In kecplnp 
their animals cool while others have 
found shade to be the most practical 
form of relief on their fumi. In 
either ease, it is neeeosary to provide 
the animals with plenty of clear 
drinking water in order to keep down 
the suifering from heat most effect- 
ively. 

If there are no trees in the pasture 
to provide shade, a good shelter from 
the sun may he constructed by setting 
short posts In the ground and build- 
Ins a roof of light boards over these 
The boards should be nailed down tc 
prevent their being blown away by the 
wind. If the owner wished the build 
Ing for permenent shade, rafters can 
be set up and the structure made more 
complete. 

A abed-roof type of building 14 feet 
long and five and one-halt feet high in 
front sloping down to thre and one- 
half feet high in tbe rear has given 
satisfactory results on the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station farm, 
swine specialists of the station say 
No sides are put on the bulldlne as 
free circulation of air is desired. 

When concrete wnllowinc tanks .nrf 
used in keeping hogs cool, a small 
amount of ail should be placed in llie 
water to keep the animals free from 
lice. Care should be taken to see that 
wallows of all kinds are kept clean.

3perated point out the need in the 
state for more general use of con- 
rnct.s which will keeii the land uj) in 
iirodiictiveness and at tlic some time 
■liable the tenant to make a fair profit 
iMd the landlord a fair rale of return, 
iccording fto W. D. .Nicholls, head of 
ihe farm economics department qf the 
College of Agriculture. 

"One type of successful leasing con- 
tracts is that which includes the Joint 
iwnersbip of hogs, beef or dairy cat- 
le, sheep and other productive live- 
nock. The tentant furnishes all the 
labor and in most oases, the work and 
iiiachinery. The landlord usually pays 
he service fees and owns a one-holf 
Interest in the colts. Poultry, up to 
1 reasonable point are owned by the 
cnant who gets the proceeds from the 
snterprlse. 

"The other net receipts are divided 
'qually The landlord furnishes the 
land and buildings, pays the taxes and 
insurance on them, in most cases fur- 
nishes the Rrass seed and pays one- 
halt the other expenses excepting 
"hose for labor. .Veces.sary minor re- 
pairs on fences usually are made by 
Ihe tenant without charge, the land- 
lord furnishing the materials. 

"Quite often, the tenant does not 
have sufltoient capital or credit to 
finance his half o fthe cattle .hogs or 
other productive livestock. Some Ken- 
tucky landlords have supplied this 
lapital, securing It by taking a mort- 
.;age on the livestock and permitting 
"epaymeiit out of the tenant's share 
'f the rroceeds. When the tenant is 
ui able, enerszetic and reliable man. 
his an exeelleiit nlaii and serves the 
■merest of both iiariies. The etenant 
>hus Is encouraged to do his best and 
often ■n iu remain on the farm for sev- 
eral years. 

'For several years, the college farm 
economics department has been mak- 
ing a study of leasing contracts and 
has succeeded in working out a num- 
ber based largel yon the successful ex- 
periences of Kentucky landlords and 
tenants. Copies of these may be ob- 
tained free by writing the depart- 
ment."
